fhat curino tbis period of ^ucoS, 1977 to December 1977 
anne Rosenblurr: vu.s also v/orkin£ in the RPF at the Church 
Icc-ited in Clearv^^ater Florida, although Rosenblum was 
in the "hr throughout the first 9 months of 1973 as well 
as 1977 I an. aole to testify as regards to her allegations 
concerning the Ri'F during the time period of August through 
December 1977. 

That I have read an affidavit signed by Anne Rosenblum in 
v.’hich she describes the living and working conditions 
to have allegedly existed in the RiT. 

Cn page 32 of Anne Rosenblum'a affidavit she swe^rrs that: 

”fhe rules of the RPF are: l) No Walking.You had to run all 
the time. 4) You v;sre not allov.^ed to go anyv;here by yourself 
unlesr authorized to do so. Even when going to the bathroom 
scmeoro ha:’ to re •■•ith you. You would ulso get in trouble 
if you saw anyone start to go off by themselves and didn't 
go v/ith them, then report it. 5) You had to call all ?IPF 
seniors 'Sir'. If there was some reason you had to talk to 
someone outside of the Ri'F(and got permission for it) you 
had to call them 'Sir' when speaking v.dth them. 6) All 
letters you wrote had to be put in a stamped, unsealed 
envelope, then dropped in a box in RPF room, fhe RPF l-o^A 
then read all outgoing m,ail. You are not allowed to send 
anything directly out of the RPF, including and especially 
personcl letters." I hav- personal knov.-ledge of the rules 
thaG Anne Rosenblxir. is referring to as aoove. During the 
time period of August 1977 through December 1977 the above 
rules were in effect as follov/s: 1) RE no walking this rule 
V.US rarely if at all enforced. No one was required torun 
if tihey v^ere carrying anything, in m;any areas one couldn't 
run ie technical area, where there were miany people, between 
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6 . (cent.) bulldlnffs. The idea be’nind this rule was that people 
v;ho vjere in the RPF v.-ere expected to keep busy and not 
hanp around idle. ) Durin" the period of August 1977 through 
December 1977, re being alone, 90/^ of the people were allowed 
to be on their o\m 90% of the time. The only Instances 
that I had observed a "buddy" system would be if a person 
had threatened to act in a manner that violated Church 
policy or act in any manner that might be harmful to themi. 

5) Re the rule where 'someone in the RPF must call every 
senior "Sir"; this rule was not isolated only to the RPF but 
hjis beer, a tradition in the Sea Crg (a fraternal organization 
within the Church of Scientology) several years prior to 
the establishment of the RPF. In fact, seniors v;ere not 
always called "Sir". This practice was only during such 
actions as roll calls or when reporting up on an order 
carried out. I 'was the senior to all other RPF personnel 
yet was "arely called "Sir". 6) RE all letters one wrote 
in the Ri’F being unsealed and read by another, this rule 
w'as prevalant to all members of the Clearwater Florida 
Church whether in the RPF or not. 
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of auditin^ done in the RPF and have observed in over 20,000 
hours of auditing it is not distracting for individuals to 
audit in the same room as others. In fact when an individual 
w::ulc rvc.lve au'lting he would not bo ab].c to really hear 
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thought in the RPF was that everyone is as era 
that's the reason you're in the RPF is entirely false. I 
myself never felt that I was crazy, or the reason v;hy I v;as 
in the RPF was due to being crazy, and I con cefinately stat* 
that 9?,^ of the people in the RPF that I knew did not feel 
that thev were crazv or state such to me. 


Cn page 36 of Anne Rosenblum's affidavit she sv;ears that: 
"Fre'iuently PC's would go nuts in their auditing and start 
hollering and yelling and crying and carrying on. Co the 
Tech supervisor v:ould just move the co-audit autside and 
they'd continue auditing in the garage." In 
statement, I never observed anyone "go ruts'" In 
over 20,C0C hours of auditing. There wus only one incident 
'hat an indivicual in auditing was mukin/- too much noise 
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follows; There v;aa a. security guard for the Fort Harrison, 
however like anyother security guard his main function w'as that 
of keeping awake at his desk and dealing with any people who 
wanted to cocie into the F.H. at night. What Anne Rosenblum 
refers to as the RPF guard was actually the position of 
case supervisor who worked on preparing auditing fblders 
for the next days use. Anne Rosenbluir. wras the case supervisor 
at this tiiEe. The case supervisors secondary function in the 


RPF was to act as a tertrinal to vihorv. soweone could see if tliey 
needed anything curing the off hours. During the time Anne 
Rcserblum was in the RPF, the RPF personnel slept in as many 
as 6 lccati'’ns, none of which w'ere observable by the case 
super visor/"guard". Thus it never was the intention thatthls 
person guard anyone and it was not his or her function. 


10. Cr. page 40 of Anne Rosenblum's affidavit she swears that: 

"I was given a 'twin' and started ny RPF auditing programme. 

At this point I re-illsed I was a list 1 R/Ser because the' 
person I was twinned wdth was a list 1 R/3er. According to 
Ri'F rules, only list 1 R/3ers could be twinned w;ith list 1 R/Sers. 
This order is one of the t.O. 3434 series." 1 have personal 
knowledge of the activity of twinning list 1 R/3ers v/ith 
list 1 R/ders. I was the bosun of the RF'F at the time, which 
equivalent to the Executive Director of an organization. I 
am familiar w.lth the particul.^r F.C. 3434 Anne Rosenblum is 
referring to j.nd I know; that this policy of tv.’inning up 
list 1 R/3er with list 1 R/Sers was never implemented 
because I ':-;new the reason for doing it w.as incorrect. I also 
know; that Anno Rosenblum wrote the above mentioned policy. 


11. Cn page ■^0 of a'^ne Rosenblum's affidavit she swears that: 

"I finally realize- and accepted the fact that I was an SP, 
psychotic and needed the .RTF. It wvas m^y only hope for 
silvatlc:'. This thing of 'psychosis' is very m:uch imposed 
on you in the R^F." I know; that wohen I was in the RPF ’-ith 
anne Rosenblu/' no one imposed upon her that she was psychotic 
nor was anyone else made to feel that they were psychotic. 

In fact I and others in the RPF ensured that no one v/culd 
i"pose upon RPF rr.embers that they were psychotic, evil or 
anything of that nature, hot any person tried to impose 
upon me nor imply to me that I was psychotic during the 
17 months I was in the RPF, nor did I observe any other 
person become psychotic a result of their RPF' programime. 
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12. Cn oare 41 cf Anre Rosenblu:o' s affidavit she swears that: 

"xit r'iusters people told success stories such as: 'foday 

I realized v/o” I 'r: in the HPF. I realized that I really 
arr. p)sy^'''Otic about rrany things and that I really have to 
handle it...." I have personal knowledge about the nature 
cf the success stories given at musters from observing 
people give success stories in the RIF fre-T: June 1976 to 
Dsec our 197"^ and stories of this type were very rare, in 
f-.et . reh.xj? only one o„t of every hundred would be of 
this nature. The" other 99 that anne Rosenolum failed to 
mention were of the nature of "I really enjoyed my auditing"; 
"I'r really doing well" etc. 

13. Cn page 42 of anne Rosenolum's affidavit she swears that: 
"rtbeut a dozen people were sent to the RfF's RFF during 
the time I was there... Usually the people there v/ere those 
who wanted to leave or who had been Involved in some sort 
of 'out ?E'. 'Cut 2D' consisted of kissing or holding 
hands v;ith the opposite sex. You were not allowed any 
relationships with the opposite sex unless you were marria.' 
During the time I was in the RPF no one was ever sent to 
the riPF ' s RrF for activities such as holdln;___ hands or 
hissing. In fact I know’ of relationships that were started 

by i ^vi duals who were in the RF'F. Iw'o couples, Hr. and Mrs. 
Kcr’-y Gleason and Hr. and Hrs. Glen Poole got married w’hile 
one or both of the spouses were in the RPF. I know that 
the Church does not approve of promiscuity and suchactivities 
■■’ere net allo’-.’ec, how’ever such things as holding hands, 
kissing and the like were not prohibited.
